TO LONELY BEACH 



Beyond Line of Barrier Reef 
Surf Wave May Mock. Ill- 
fated British Warship

Beneath tlio .waves which wash tho 
shores of Long Beach, near Clayoquot, 
lies the wreck of the Ill-fated sloop of 
war, H. M. S. Condor, lost during De- 
cember, 1001, with all hands, and of 
which until today no trace has been 
reported. 

Such Is the tidings brought from the 
West Coast by Bdnnyeustle Dale, nat- 
uralist and journalist, and he bases 
his belief upon almost incontrovertible 
evidence. That another mystery of 
the deep may now be solved and that 
at no distant dato the "sea may give 
up its dead" is believed as a result 
of the discovery now for the llrst time 
reported. In the calmest weather a 
heavy swell prevails along the coast 
and any salvage operations would be 
a matter of difficulty, 

A surf wave beyond the line of tho 
barrier reef that fronts the bay marks 
the spot where the vessel Is supposed 
to lie and just a few weeks ago a spar 
stamped with the" admiralty mark, 
with notches patched with copr>er in 
navy style, after being visible for 
clays floating attached to the wreck 
beneath, drifted ashore. Upon the 
same beach some time ago there drift- 
ed a jlbboom spar, stamped "Condor," 
and several signal and rocket cases 
marked with the name of the unhappy 
vessel, a mute testimony to the where- 
abouts of the long missing sloop of 
■war. 

Distant about a mile and a half out 
from Long Beach, the surf ripples 
over the ship that Is supposed to sep- 
ulchre one hundred and forty ofilcers 
and men of Ills Majesty's navy. ' At 
high tide it Is hardly visible, but at 
extreme low tide, it bolls about the 
obstruction and dally sings tho re- 
quiem of the gallant dead. . 

During the last few weeks, as the 
rumor spread, began to grow and find 
belief amongst the scattered Inhab- 
itants of the wild coast that opposes 
its rocky headlands to the winter 
storms of the Pacific, during the ex- 
treme low tides that have prevailed at 
midnight, watchers have congregated 
nightly and have seen the obstruction 
which they believe to be the Condor, 
almost take shape beneath the water. 
A report will be handed to tho local 
naval authorities and it is believed 
that the Admiralty will order an in- 
-vestigatlon. 

Long Beach lies fourteen miles north 
of the entrance to Barkley Sound and 
about the same distance south of 
Clayoquot. 

Meagre Tidings of Disaster 

On the morning of December 3, 1901, 
the sloop of war Condor, in company 
With H. M. S. Warspite. sailed from 
Esquimalt, the former never to return. 
The Condor was bound to Honolulu 
and Tahiti, heavily laden with coal and 
carrying a large consignment of mails 
to the British inhabitants in the South 
Sea Islands. In the straits a strong 
southeast gale prevailed, and the war- 
ships parted company, the Warspite 
on her way south, and the Condor to 
carry out gun practice at the entrance 
to tho straits prior to malting for Hon- 
olulu. Whether this gun practice was 
carried out has never been ascer- 
tained. Outsidc^the straits that fate- 
ful night a terrific southwest gale was 
raging. The days passed by, the Con- 
dor never reached Honolulu, and grad- 
ually she passed into history as an- 
other mystery of the sea. 

Towards the end of that December, 
a stern skiff and lifebuoy with the 
name H. M. S. Condor on both, were 
picked up In the neighborhood of 
Wreck Bay. Theories are so many as 
to what was the fate of the vessel and 
her 1-10 souls. The same night was 
responsible for another mystery of the 
North Pad lie, it mystery, which, as 
far as human knowledge goes, will re- 
main until the sea gives up its dead. 
The steam collier Matteawan sailed 
from Nanaimo for San Francisco on 
December 2, and never arrived In 
port. Some believe she foundered. 
Some say that sho collided with the 
Condor and that both vessels sunk. 

The Condor was a vessel similar to 
the Algerine and Shearwater, now at 
Esquimalt. She had a very low free- 
board and the theory lias been ad- 
vanced that she shipped a tremendous 
son, and before It had time to run 
through the scuppers, she was struck 
by another, which caused her to foun- 
der. Another theory is that her cargo 
shifted in the gale and that she 
turned turtle. An Investigation of tho 
wreck, now believed to be lying sub- 
merged beneath the waves off Long 
Beach, may possibly throw some light 
on the mysterious happening, and will 
doubtless disclose the remains of some 
of the bluejackets penned beneath 
deck when the awful disaster oc- 
curred. 



Will Cease Street Obstruction 

Vancouver, May 28. — With ilje with- 
drawal of a charge of obstructing the 
public streets, which was brought 
against "John Dog" this morning In 
tho police court, the frequent clashes 
between tho socialists and tho police 
aro believed to have come to an ami- 
cable settlement. The John Doe sum- 
mons was issued against L. T. Eng- 
lish, who on Wednesday night, May 
10th, while speaking to a dense crowd 
at the corner of Hastings and Car- 
rall streets, refused to tell his name. 
Deputy City Prosecutor Campbell this 
morning in explaining his reason for 
asking that the charge be withdrawn, 
stated that those who havo been ob- 
structing traillc at that corner havfr 
agreed not to do so In future 



BID TOO L OW 

Properties of Dominion Copper Com- 
pany Will Again Bo Offered 
Next Friday 

Vancouver, May 28. — Tho properties 
of the Dominion Copper Company at 
Phoenix and Boundary Falls were not 
disposed of this morning by Thomas 
Shirley, at the board of trade rooms, 
and an adjournment was made till Fri- 
day, Juno 3rd, when they will again bo 
offered for sale. 

Tho highest and only bid made for 
Lot A, which comprises the plant of 
the Rawhide, Brooklyn, Stemwinder, 
Idaho, and Mountain Rose mines, the 
stores of the Sunset mine, the smelter 
inventory, the smelter buildings, real 
estate, equipment, etc., was only $150,- 
000. Tills bid was made by Moses 
Weinman, who appeared on behalf of 
tho reorganization committee of the 
bondholders. 

After patiently waiting a quarter of 
an hour for a higher bid, Mr, Shirley 
declared that there would bo no sale, 
and parsed on to Lot B, which con- 
sisted of the supplies of the Phoenix 
mines. 

Mr. Weinman was again the only 
bidder. Ills offer was for only $5000, 
and no sale was made. 

Those present were: Messrs. Robert- 
son and Whiteside, who appeared on 
behalf of the Official liquidator; Mr. 
Senkler, representing the National 
Trust Company; J. E. McAllister, man- 
ager of the B. C. Copper Company of 
Greenwood; and D. G. Robertson, who 
appeared for a New York syndicate. 

The assets of the company in liquid- 
ation are claimed to more than offset 
the liabilities, which aro in the neigh- 
borhood of $900,000. 




Troops Employed in Searching 
for Stolen Property Prove 
Unreliable 



Constantinople, May 2S. — Disquieting 
news was received here today from 
Adana. The Moslems are resenting 
■being compelled to make restitution of 
the proporty stolen from Armenians, 
and the troops employed'- In searching 
for such properly ate' proving unre- 
liable. The despatches* say that ru- 
mors are current of a reactionary 
movement against the troops, and of 
a possible renewal of the anti-Armen- 
ian outbreaks, and that it will be prob- 
ably necessary to send fresh draft of 
troops to Adana. 



TWENTY-EIGHT KNOTS 



Remarkable Speed Shown by Invinc- 
ible on Run From Queensferry 
to Portsmouth 



Portsmouth, May 2S.— The battle- 
ship-cruiser Invincible has made a re- 
markable full speed run on her way 
here from Queensferry. , She averaged 
more than twenty-eight knots an hour, 
and at one. time nearly attained the 
speed of twenty-nine knots. 




Yildiz Archives Said to Show 
Receipt of Money From 
Abdul Hamid 



Berlin, May 28.— The Lokal An- 
zclger's Constantinople correspondent 
wires that, he learns from persons in 
hifc'.i authority Unit tho sudden recall 
of the French ambassador, M. Con- 
Stans, and the Russian ambassador, 
M. Zlnovleff, was due to the discov- 
ery in the Yildiz palace records that 
Abdul Hamid had paid M. Constans 
2,000 Turkish pounds monthly, and 
that Zlnovleff received 1,000. 

The cabinet, the correspondent 
says, forthwith informed t*ie Paris 
and St. Petersburg governments, 
which ordered the recall of the am- 
bassadors. He adds that the pay- 
ments were effected through Pangiri 
Bey, one ot tho directors of tho Ot-, 
toman bank, who recently disappear- 
ed. According to tho correspondent, 
t'.ie archives also contained com- 
promising letters and receipts ' for 
money signed by Kiamll Pasha, form- 
erly grand vizier, which led to his ar- 
rest, and he assorts that evidence 
against Ferid Pasha, tho Minister of 
the Interior, was also found, and that 
this started a violent agitation in 
favor of forcing him to retire from, 
the cabinet. 

"It Is also proved," tho correspond- 
ent says, In conclusion, "iihat Tewilk 
Pasha, ex-grand vizier, and now am- 
bassador at London, played a double 
role. So many of the members of tho 
old regime were smirched by Abdul 
Hamid's archives that the Young 
Turks aro agitating publicly the plac- 
ing of power in new hands." 



Success of G. T. P. Loan 

London, May 28.— The G. T. P. 
branch lines million pounds issuo, 
guarantee by Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, was largely over-subscribed. Th» 
Financial Post, referring to this fact 
says evidently there Is yet plenty of

Provincial Government Passes 
Order in Council Referring 
to Songhees Reserve 



GIVES THE INDIAN 

OFFICIALS FREE HAND 



Balance of Reserve in Which 
Rights Not Surrendered 
May Be Sold 



The provincial government has pass- 
ed an order In council which will give 
tho Indian department a perfectly free 
hand in tho settlement of the Song- 
hees reserve difficulty insofar as the 
province's reversionary interest in the 
reserve lands is concerned. 

This action was taken at the last 
meeting of the executive and is de- 
signed to expedite the settlement of 
the difficulty In the Interests of the 
city of Victoria. The government con- 
sents to tho disposal of tho reserve 
hunls with the condition that the prov- 
ince's reversionary Interest shall at- 
tach to the funds realized from tho sale 
or lease of the lands after deducting 
from them the amounts necessary to 
secure the surrender from the Indians 
of the title of tho said lands, the pur- 
chase of tho. lands necessary for a new 
reserve and tho removal of the In- 
dians to such reserve. The further 
condition is Imposed that tho rever- 
sionary interest ot the province with 
respect to such lands as may be pur- 
chased for the Indians out of these 
proceeds, shall bo recognized. 

Hon. Richard McBride and his col- 
leagues have over been alive, to the 
necessity of the settlement of this 
question for the sake of Victoria. Pre- 
viously when tho matter was taken up 
the legislature passed an act giving 
the government power to take such 
action as was necessary and now that 
the situation here has "become acute 
the government has passed the minuto 
of council and has directed that a copy 
of It be forwarded to Hon. F. Oliver, 
tho head of. the Indian department. 
Text of Order 

The order in council states: 

"That with a view to expediting tho 
removal of the Indians from tho Song- 
hees reserve at Victoria, tho govern- 
ment of British Columbia consents to 
the disposal of the remainder of tho 
lands embraced In the said reserve, by 
the department of Indian affairs of 
Canada In accordance with the condi- 
tions set out In tho annexed minute 
and that a certified copy of this min- 
ute be forwarded to the Hon. F. Oliver, 
minister of the interior at Ottawa." 

Tho minute referred to recites tho 
agreement entered into between the 
provincial government and tho city of 
Victoria by which the province sur- 
rendered Its reversionary Interest in 
two parcels of land included in the re- 
serve, one of twenty-five acres lying to 
tho north of Esquimau road to toe used 
for park and school purposes and an- 
other of eighteen acres lying to tho 
south of the lino of the E. & N. rail- 
way to be used for terminal railway 
and wharfage purposes for the benefit 
of the existing and other railway com- 
panies seeking access to Victoria. 
The Minute Annexed 

It goes on to state: 

"And to recommend that with a view 
to expediting the removal of the In- 
dians from the said reserve the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia consents 
to the disposal of the remainder of tho 
lands embraced in the said reserve by 
the department of Indian affairs upon 
tho condition that the reversionary in- 
terest of tho province of British Co- 
lumbia In the said reserve shall attach 
to the fund3 realized from the sale or 
lease of the said lands by the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs of Canada after 
deducting from them the amounts ne- 
cessary to secure'thc surrender from 
tho Indians of their title in tho said 
lands, the purchase of tho lands neces- 
sary for the new reserve to be estab- 
lished and the removal and the re- 
habilitation of the Indians on such new 
reserve; and upon tho further condi- 
tions that the reversionary Interests of 
the province of British Columbia in 
such funds shall be dealt with and 
settled in respect thereto In the same 
manner and for the same yforiod of 
time as If the lands in the said Song- 
hees reserve had remained unsold; and 
upon tho further condition that tho 
reversionary interest of the province 
of British Columbia shall be recognized 
with respect to such lands as may bo 
purchased for the Songhees Indians 
out of tho proceeds of tho sale of 
lands embraced in the existing Song- 
hees reserve." 

When en route to Europe recently 
Hon. W. J. Bowser met the Ottawa au- 
thorities and discussed the matter of 
the Songhees reserve with them. It 
was then stated that negotiations were 
ponding with the Indians for a settle- 
ment of the matter. 



FRENCH NAVY SCANDALS 

Investigation Shows That Defectivo 
Work Was Officially Passed by 
Moans of Bribery 

Paris, May 28. — As tho Investigation 
continues, tho scandals in the matter 
of naval supplies and construction 
grow more serious. It has been learn- 
ed that under tho administration of 
Pclletnn and Thomson, bribes were 
offered Inspectors while defectivo plates 
submarines endangered the lives of 
those on board. Tho Dellesse commis- 
sion lias asked the prosecution .of M. 
Thomson, fonrier minister of marine, 
and M. Dupont, his private secretary, 
for having withdrawn official reports 
concerning ovidnnco of tho bribery 
when they loft the ministry.

AT PORT ARTHUR 



Agreement Signed for Estab- 
lishment of Big Plant 
and Drydock . 



Port Arthur, May 28— Port Arthur 
is to have the biggest drydock and 
shipbuilding plant on the Canadian 
side of tho great lakes. An agree- 
ment was signed today on behalf, of 
tlio city with a new company, known 
as tho Western Drydock & Shipbuild- 
ing Company, Limited., composed. prin- 
cipally of English capitalists, and in- 
cluding A. F. Bowman, of Southamp- 
ton, who is representing thorn in the 
negotiations here. The agreement calls 
for the construction, equipment and 
operation of a drydock capable of re- 
ceiving the largest vessels on the 
great lakes and a shipbuilding plant 
capaiblo of building such vessels. The 
plant will employ 300 men from the 
start all the year until completed, and 
in the very near future the number 
will bo increased to at least 1,000, 
while it is expected that it will ulti- 
mately grow Into the biggest indus- 
trial enterprise of its kind In the Do- 
minion, if not on both sides of the 
great lakes.

Board's Finding Expected to 
Prevent Strike on Street 
Railway 



Winnipeg, May 2S. — Tho board of 
conciliation which has been making tho 
inquiry Into the dlflculty between the 
street railway company and the motor- 
men and conductors held Its final meet- 
ing tills afternoon. There wus a con- 
ference between the three members of 
the board this morning, and tho dis- 
cussion was completed. It Is reported 
that the finding of the board will bo 
signed by all three members which will 
thus be unanimous. If this should prove 
to be correct, the possibility of a strike 
will be practically obviated, since it is 
very improbable that either the men or 
the company would bo ready to enter 
into a struggle In which the public 
would be so deeply interested in tho 
faco of a unanimous decision of tho 
board. 

Both sides aro making concessions. 
The gist of the finding of the board 
is said to be that tho nine hour day 
Is to bo enforced, with an increase in 
the rate of pay per hour. The company 
would apparently not grant a large 
enough Increase ? to make tho weekly 
wage under the nine hour day as largo 
as It was under the ten hour day, but 
It will bo of a substantial character, 
and it is believed that the finding 
will meet with the approval of tho 
large majority of the men in the ser- 
vice 

The full statement of tho finding 
will probably bo given to tho press 
on Sunday and will bo published on 
Monday. 



Brave Rescuer 

New York, May 28.— Without wait- 
ing to remove his clothing, Captain 
James Gobel, of the yacht Endowa, an- 
chored in Gravo'send Bay, dived over- 
board yesterday and rescued three 
men, who, unable to swim, were 
drowning, their rowboat having over- 
turned. Captain Gobel was supporting 
ono of tho men, who was unconscious, 
when a man came to h!s assistance 
with a row'boat and hauled tho help- 
less man aboard. Tho two men then 
went after the other men, who wcro 
still struggling, and after considerable 
difficulty rescued them.

Tho teachers as they arrive in tlio 
city will be met by delegates from the 
Victoria reception committee, by whom 
they will bo helped to secure accom- 
modation. Tho railway rates granted 
to delegates coming from Saskatche- 
wan and points east of there will bo , 
the same as those granted for the 
A.-Y.-P. exposition at Seattle. The 
information bureau to be established 
at the Assembly hall is for the purpose 
of giving the visitors information, di- 
rections and assistance with reference 
to accommodation places of interest, 
side tr.lps, etc.

Alderman Stewart Urges Civic 
Contracts Should Go to 
Local Firms 



That every encouragement should be 
given to local firms when contracts 
tire awarded by the city was the con- 
tention made by Aid. Stewart Inst 
night when t'he report of the fire- 
wardens recommending the purchase 
from the Vancouver Rubber Company, 
Canada Rubber Company and the 
Dunlop Company, of lire hose. The 
report recommended that 2,250 feet of 
hose be purchased .from the llrst 
named company, 500 feet from the 
Canada Rubber Company and 250 
from the Dunlop Company the latter 
supplying what is termed a double 
jacket hose. Both the Canada Rub- 
ber Company and the Dunlop Com- 
pany have local agents, and Aid. 
Stewart urged that the order be split 
between the two. He claimed that It 
Is a well known fact that all fire hose 
Is really made In Hostor,, where the 
patents are held, and all the Can- 
adian companies do i3 to put the rub- 
ber hose inside the casings. The 
council should look after the local 
people, and wherever possible place an 
order with them. 

When informed by Aid. Fullerton 
that hose supplied by the concerns 
with local representatives had not 
hltlierto proved satisfactory, and that 
Chief Davis was strongly opposed to 
purchasing the Dunlop hose, as he 
would not be responsible for a doubie 
jacket hose which, besides being too 
heavy, and taking up too much space, 
has proved unsatisfactory In other 
ways. Aid. Stewart declared that 
ninety per cent, of the lire .hose used 
in the United States is of the double 
Jacket type, and If it proved good 
enough for the big departments on 
the other side of the boundary it would 
be satisfactory in Victoria. 

Paragon or Otherwise 

Aid. Raymond could not understand 
why it was, if the Paragon hose, the 
kind heretofore found so satisfactory 
in Victoria, has been really as good 
as stated, that the lire wardens had 
not purchased all of that class, and 
not decided to take small lots of two 
different styles as in the present in- 
stance. The Paragon hose, so liiglily 
recommended by Chief Davis was not 
he understood the best that could be 
obtained. 

"Then the fire chief doesn't know 
anything about -his business. Is that 
if.'" queried Alderman Dumber. 

Alderman Henderson and Alderman 
liable pleaded Ignorance of the tine 
points of lire hose out believed that 
Chief Davis, who has had long experi- 
ence, should get what ho wants, namely 
the Paragon hose. 1 

Finally on Alderman Mable's sugges- 
tion the order was split, 1,000 feet to 
be ordered from each of the three con- 
cerns which tendered. Hub'ier coats 
and boots will bo ordered from the Van- 
couver Rubber company, the tender of 
Which was the lowest and on the recom- 
mendation or Chief' Davis, who states 
that the present Uriel truck can be made 
to do service this year, it was decided 
that 'ho new truck is., necessary but In- 
stead another lire engine, capable of 
pumping 7 5 Imperial gallons per min- 
ute be purchased; tenders to be In by 
June 14. 

Location of Engines. 

Alderman Fullerton. chairman of the 
fire wardens, stated that when the new 
engine arrives it is the intention to place 
one of the present engines in. the Yates 
street hall and the other in Victoria 
West hall while the new engine will 
r oe stationed at the central hall and 
respond to alarms in the downtown sec- 
tion and .lames Bay. 

Mrs. Peiletier. owner of property ad- 
joining the property owned by the V. 
i S. Railway company on Blanchard 
street, where tin; company, under the 
contemplated new arrangement with the 
city, proposes to erect a new depot and 
sheds, appeared in person to urge that 
the city do not allow the company to 
place Its terminals on Blanchard street. 
She urcd that the presence of the depot 
there will seriously affect property 
values. Instead the city should proceed 
with Its suit and force the company 
to carry out its contract. The depot, 
if located on Blanchard street would 
be maintained in no better condition 
than the market building, where tho 
company's terminals are now located. 

While Mrs. Peiletier got no definite 
promises from the council the mayor 
promised that the council will visit the 
Blanchard street sito of the proposed 
new terminals and look into the situ- 
ation.

The Gordian knot has been severed. 
Hereafter the mayor and council will 
worry no more about pavements nor 
grow grey headed in the effort to satis- 
fy the many and varied whims -which 
property owners, seeking street im- 
provements, have shown of late. Upon 
tho back of tho city enginer will rest 
the responsibility of choosing the class 
of pavement which shall be laid. 
While the council will reserve to Itself 
the right to decide whethefva street 
shall be permanently paved, It is up to 
the engineer to decide upon the mate- 
ria! with which such street shall be 
constructed. 

Last night's discussion at the regular 
meeting of the streets, bridges, and 
sewers committee turned almost wholly 
upon the pavement question. Most of 
the old arguments were rehashed, the 
only feature being the announcement 
made by Alderman Stewart, hitherto a 
strong advocate of vitrified brick, that 
he has been converted to the Hassan 
pavement. 

Assessor Does It. 

The perennial question cf street pave- 
lng was brought to the fore by a re- 
port of the city assessor on the peti- 
tion which owners on that thorough- 
fare have put In protesting against the 
paving with bitulithlc of the street be- 
tween Humbolt street and Fisguard 
street. The adverse petition has been 
signed by twenty- three owners repre- 
senting an assessed value of $905,020, 
while those owners who did not sign 
the petition number but eleven and re- 
present but $175,900. The property 
owners in turning down the bitulithlc 
pavement expressed their desire that 
Hassan pavement be laid, and Alder- 
man Stewart, in referring to a visit 
made by a Victorian to Portland, where 
the latter had looked Into the paving 
question, stated that a sample of the 
Hassam pavement had been brought 
back. This sample Impressed Alder- 
man Stewart most favorably, the 
cement being well mixed throughout. 
Ho believed that the proper course 
would be to have a piece of each stvlc 
of pavement laid, so that a thorough 
test could bo made of each. If tho 
Hassam pavement can he put down in 
Victoria as well as that from which tho 
sample was taken wns laid in Portland, 
he would be fully In favor of having 
some of that pavement here. 

Would Experiment. 

The suggestion of a trial of each 
class of pavement was approved by the 
mayor, who, however, urged that onlv 
a small piece of each be laid, and not 
a leading thoroughfare, such as Doug- 
las street, be paved, as such an ex- 
periment would prove too costly. At 
the same time, the mayor gave it as 
his opinion that the majority of tho 
ratepayers of Victoria are in favor' of 
wood blocks. The city has the plant 
for crcosoting blocks, and a first-class 
pavement of that material can be laid. 
When Alderman Raymond pointed out 
that owners on Pandora avenue, which 
the council decided should be paved 
with wood blocks, are now asking for 
granitoid. Mayor Hall declared that 
it is an easy matter for anyone to get 
up a petition. By the time the agents 
of the paving companies get through 
with the owners the latter don't realb 
know what they want. There is only 
one course, the mayor declared, to fol- 
low. Let the engineer decide which 
pavement is the best for tho street to 
be paved, and proceed with the work. 

This suggestion was greeted with de- 
light by Alderman Turner, who declar- 
ed that the engineer should be allowed 
to say what pavement shall be put on 
Douglas street. 

"I'm with you," stated Alderman 
Stewart, who urged that not a single 
alderman should endeavor to influenca 
the engineer in his choice. 

Up to Engineer 

"If people bother him he can throw 
them down stairs or call for a police- 
man." continued Aid. Stewart, a re- 
mnrk whicli did not appear to tickle 
the fancy of tho city engineer, who 
was present. 

It was pointed out by Aid. Hender- 
son that while the choice of pavement 
Should be left with the engineer, that 
oflicial should not be'supposed to de- 
termine on the pnving of a street 
until tho council had approved of the 
work. It was also pointed out that 
if tho engineer decided upon a cer- 
tain class of pavement which the own- 
ers did not want, the latter were al- 
ways in the position to petition 
against the work. The great point 
made, however, wns tliat the respon- 
sibility will be taken from off the 
shoulders of the council and shifted to 
the engineer. 

The proposal to pave Cormorant 
street from Douglas street to Storo 
street with granitoid, was amended 
by cutting out that portion from 
Douglas street to Government street. 
The owners west of Government street 
are willing to have some of the thor- 
oughfare paved, but those east of 
Government street object on t^.ie 
grounds that with the pavement on 
Government street, and the proposed 
pavement on Pandora street they will 
be called upon to pay throe .assess- 
ments. Accordingly it was decided to 
drop the Douglas street to Govern- 
ment street part of the proposition. 
Objects to Location 

The suggestion to locate the new 
Incinerator for the destruction of 
garbage, at the foot of Herald street, 
Instead of at the foot of Telegraph" 
street 'as at present, In order to per- 
mit of a larger furnace, and do away 
with the dirt now experienced as weil 
as the danger to the electric lighting 
plant from lire, was opposed by City 
Electrician Hutchinson, who urged 
that while tho inconvenience from tho 
present furnace Is bad enough it 
would bo worse were the Incinerator 
to be built at the north end of the 
new w'harf now being constructed. A 
committee consisting of Aid. Turner 
and Raymond together with the en- 
gine'er and electrician, was appointed 
to consider tho matter and arrange 
for a convenient site. 

A largo number of routine matters 
were disposed of In record time, ami 
the meeting concluded at an hour 
milch earlier than usual.

DERELICT DESTROYER 

IS KEPT BUSY 



Elovon Wrecks Have Beon Shattered 
Since tho Seneca Began Ser- 
vice on Atlantic 



New York, May 26.— In tho brief 
period that the United States derelict 
destroyer lias been in commission off 
this coast, she lias more than lived up 
to expectations. Eleven good-sized 
obstructions have been cleared away, 
not lo mention the hundred little ser- 
vices that receive but brief mention 
In the report at Washington, D. C. 
Cnpt. Reynolds had hoped to add the 
twelfth wreck to his list when he set 
out for Cape Hatteras last week to 
look ui> a reported derelict. In port 
ufter a seven days' hunt for the cap- 
sized vessel which, when last seen, 
was off Cape Hatteras, Capt. Rey- 
nolds and the men of the Seneca, told 
of their failure to find the craft, al- 
though tliey followed the course of the 
Gulf stream from Bermuda to New 
York. 

Cunt. Reynolds' anxiety to put an 
end to this wrctck arose partly from 
the fact that this was his last chance 
to perforin that mission for the re- 
venue service. Capt. George C. Car- 
mine of the rovenuo cutter Andros- 
coggin has relieved him. Reynolds, 
who lias beon In charge of the Seneca 
since November 12th, IMS, when she 
was placed in commission, lias gone 
to Baltimore for shore duty. 

• As in most cases, there was very 
little to guide him in this last quest. 
All that the Seneca had In tho way of 
a deep sea clue was the wireless mes- 
sage from the New York Maritime 
Exchange, saying that somewhere off 
Hatteras an overturned vessel had 
beon seen drifting, no one knew 
where. Tho Seneca lias located ships 
on as scant information as that, but 
not always. The first thing the de- 
stroyer did was to visit the scene of 
the disaster in muteh the same fash- 
ion as tho stage detective always be- 
gins to trail the villain by going 
straight to tho spot where tho crime 
of Act 1 was committed. 

Off the capo she got into wireless 
communication with passing ships, 
boiling thereby to learn something 
more about the whereabouts of tho 
derelict. Had they seen anything of a 
ship floating bottom side up In those 
waters? was the .question flashed to 
passers bj'. No, not a sign of her, 
was tho Invariable reply. So the Sen- 
eca was left to noso about for her- 
self. 

Night and day for a week the de- 
stroyers kept up the search, working 
under steam by day, and drifting with 
the current when darkness fell. Off 
Charleston, which marks the southern 
boundary of the Seneca's territory, 
Capt. Reynolds headed for the Gulf 
stream and proceeded northward with 
the current. Never a sign of the dere- 
lict. Perhaps it is still wandering 
about, endangering ocean tratllc, or 
perhaps it has been washed ashore 
where it can do no harm. Anyway, 
tho Seneca 'came home empty handed, 
and the crew would have had nothing 
to show for their work had they not 
come upon a submerged vessel just 
outside tho far entrance of Ambrose 
channel. 

Only the masthead could be scon 
sticking out of tho water, and as tho 
ship lay directly in the path of trans- 
atlantic travel it was treated to a 
dose of the Seneca's best dynamite. 
And that, by the way, explains why 
the crew feated on fish this morning. 

Whenever they blow up a sunken 
ship, the explosion sends hundreds of 
lish to the surface, stunned by the 
concussion. With the aid of a scoop 
net the rest is easy.

Refuses to Produce Books of 
United Copper Company _ 
When Ordered 



DIRECTORS ARE HALED 

BEFORE THE COURT 



Further Proceedings May Re- 
sult in Heinze Being 
Imprisoned 



New York, May 28. — Ttoo federal 
grand jury Investigation of V. 
August Heinze in connection with the 
alleged misapplication of the funds of 
the Mercantile National bank took a 
sensational turn today, when United 
States District Attorney Wise applied 
to and secured from Federal Judge 
Lacombe an order directing certain 
directors of the United Copper Com- 
pany' to produce the full and com- 
plete books of that concern In court 
forthwith or bo declared in contempt. 
The directors named, Sandford Rob- 
inson, Carter Glass, Win. J. Curtis and 
Horace A. Bell, reported to the court 
this afternoon, the time, sot by the 
judge, that they were unable to com- 
ply with the court's order, as Mr. 
Heinze, tho president of the United 
Copper Company, had refused to give 
them tho books or tell where they 
were, giving as his reason that he was 
under indictment and further Investi- 
gation, but that they would make 
every effort to get Into t'.io company's 
vaults and search for the books. Tho 
directors also told the court that they 
had called a special meeting to take 
place live days hence, when Heinze 
and Secretary-Treasurer Clifford, who, 
it is alleged has lied to Europe, would 
be deposed from their official position 
with the company. 

Heinze, tho directors stated. *iad 
also told them that Clifford had taken 
the minute books with him to Europe. 
Frederick Eckstein, the assistant sec- 
retary and treasurer of the company, 
included in the court order, said he 
knew tho combination of the vaults, 
and was ready to aid in endeavoring 
to secure the books. 

Judge. Lacombe, at the time for the 
directors to report In court again, 
added: "The court appreciates the 
honest efforts of the directors to got 
out of the scrape they were unfor- 
tunate In getting associated with by 
a man who is too terrified to allow the 
books to be examined. As long as tho 
books are on earth, and have not boon 
burned, an effort must be made to 
produce t'nem." 

• The mutilation of books 1 of V' cor- 
poration, charged by United States 
District Attorney AVlsc when ho pro- 
cured the order for their production, 
is a crime under the state law, and 
the. matter will be called to tho atten- 
tion Of District Attorney Jerome. The 
federal statutes cover tho removal of 
books, and under them such an act 
may be construed as grand larceny. 

Tho directors involved, Mr. Eck- 
stein, Assistant Attorney Smith and 
two deputies, went to t'ne United Cop- 
per Company's offices on Broadway 
tonight to hunt for the books. A. 
August Heinze had gone, but Assis- 
tant Treasurer Eckstein readily open- 
ed the vaults. He stepped inside, 
turned on a light, and then exclaim- 
ed: "They are not here." The in- 
truders, however, found some books 
other than those called for in tho sub- 
poena, and t*.ieso were placed in 
charge of a United States marshal. 

United States District Attorney Wise 
was indignant tonight over the man- 
ner in which the United States court 
and his office had been flouted by 
Heinze, as ho expressed it. He re- 
ferred to it as a "hold-up," and ad- 
ded: "They arc getting a different 
idea of the way things may be done 
in this jurisdiction these days. They 
thought In this case that they could 
take their ollices and ship them abroad 
or put them on a train for Canada, 
and tell us they would not have tho 
books because they might be Incrimi- 
nated, but we established a precedent 
by the grand jury. Judge Lacombe 
is to order a meeting of the board of 
directors forthwith. In all the expe- 
rience that 1 have had since I have 
been here, this piece of work is tho 
most damnable that I have ever heard 
of." 

In applying for tho order the dis- 
trict attorney stated that in the inves- 
tigation of Mr. llelnze's caso an ex- 
amination of the United Copper com- 
pany's books had been found advis- 
able, because, he alleged. Heinze had 
been discounting notes of his brother, 
Otto at the Mercantile bank to ma- 
nipulate a pool In United Copper. The 
district attorney's representatives had 
been allowed to inspect them at tho 
company's office. Mr. Wise told the 
court that before the examination had 
been completed, IS or L'O pages were 
found to have been Horn, 'from tho 
books. The directors named wero 
called before the grand jury today, but 
the district attorney stated that they 
were unable to give the information 
desired. Mr. Wise said that tho grand 
Jury had unanimously recommended 
that they all bo punished for contempt. 

"I have subpoenaed every one of 
these directors that 1 could reach be- 
fore the grand jury today," Mr. Wise 
declared, "and they have all shown 
themselves dummies in the hands of 
P. August Heinze. This man Heinze 
thinks ho can .send away those other 
men and hold the books himself so 
that he can refuse to produce them 
himself, on the ground that they 
would incriminate him. I had Mr. 
Heinze before the grand jury today," 
but did not put him under oath, be- 
cause I did not want to give immu- 
nity." 

Mr. Wise declared that his efforts to 
get tho desired facts from the com- 
pany's books had beon met with 
"fraud, perjury and forgery," ' 



SCHOOLBOY DETECTIVES 

Three Small Lads May Have Credit 
of Running Omaha Train Rob- 
bers to Earth 



Omaha, Neb., May 2S.— Fred Torten- 
son and W. D. Woods, wore tonight 
identified by Engineer Micklojohn and 
Fireman Prawley as tho men who 
crawled over the tender of their loco- 
motive on Saturday night last and 
forced them to stop the Union Pacific 
Overland Limited at the .Omaha, city 



limits, and robbed tho mall car. Sev- 
eral school children also identified all 
the prisoners as men they had seen in 
the, vicinity of tho Brown Park school 
on Sunday and Monday. Three small 
schoolboys yesterday brought about tho 
arrest of throe men believed to bo tho 
robbors. To theso three boys and their 
teacher, probably the $15,000 reward 
offered by the railway, if tho men 
prove to be the ones wanted, will bo 
paid. 

When tho schoolboys found yester- 
day hidden on the banks of the Mis- 
souri river revolvers, lights and other 
material used by tho robbers they told 
their teacher. Mrs. Freeman. She ad- 
vised the police ,and dete.ctives after 
a thirty hour vigil last night arrested 
the three men now in custody. 

Following the arrest near the school 
house, scores of detectives today began 
a, search for future evidence. Mrs. 
Freeman, noticing that a ladder used 
for reaching tho attic of the school 
building had been misplaced, decided 
that tho attic of the school building 
had been used as a lair. Lanterns wore 
procured and two men went into the 
attic, where they found eight register- 
ed mail sacks, two rain coats, and a 
pair of overalls. The police wore call- 
ed. The examination showed that every 
letter and package had been torn open,

FISHERY REGULATIONS 



Professors Jordan and Prince Meet at 
Washington to Complete 
Their Work 



Washington, May 28. — Commission- 
ers and counsel, operating under the 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States providing for the adop- 
tion of uniform and effective meas- 
ures for the protection of the food' 
fishes In the waters contiguous to the 
United States and Canada, met here 
today at tho state, department. Pro- 
fessor David Starr Jordan is the 
United States, and Professor Edward 
F. Prince the Canadian commissioner, 
while O. P. Anderson is legal advisor 
on tho part of this government, and 
N. S. Gisbourno on the part of Can- 
ada. The commissioners have been at 
work for about a year and have com- 
pleted a set of regulations to govern 
fishing, which, if adopted by both gov- 
ernments, will go far towards protect- 
ing and preserving tho fish and will 
avoid friction and strife. Despatches 
from Canada have intimated that the 
agreement reached by tho commis- 
sioners is in tho main,, satisfactory to 
that government. As soon as accepted 
by both governments it will be pro- 
claimed. 



TURKEY INVITES JEWS 



President of Parliament Promises 
Good Treatment to All Who 
Choose to Immigrate 

New York, May 2S. — According to a 
cable despatch from Constantinople to 
the Jewish Morning Journal, Ahmed 
Rlza, president of the Turkish parlia- 
ment, lias visited tho Haham Bafhi, 
the spiritual head of the Jews in Tur- 
ikey, and on behalf of the government 
extended an invitation to tho Jews of 
Russia and Roumania to immigrate to 
Turkey. As proof that Turkey was 
acting in good faith, Ahmed Rlza in- 
formed the Haham Bafhi that the gov- 
ernment would abolish all restrictions 
against Jewish immigration, and what 
is still more slgnificent, would confer 
full citizenship upon Jewish Immi- 
grants immediately upon their arrival 
in Turkey

Doadman's Island Struggle 

Vancouver, May 28.— The city this 
afternoon took possession of Dead- 
man's island, despito protests of Theo. 
Ludgato's concessionarios, who in- 
tended building a big amusement 
park there. Two police officers ac- 
companied city workmen to the Island. 
Tho workmen had been husy but a 
short time when Ludgato's men ord- 
ered them off. It started to rain just 
then, and both sides declared a truce. 
Open 'hostilities may be resumed to- 
morrow. 



Turkey's Reformation. 

Constantinople, May 28. — A number 
of ministers and other high function- 
aries of the late regime, who have been 
confined on the Island of Prlnkipe, have 
been deported to other islands in the 
sea of Marmora. An imperial hatt 
will be read tomorrow at tho minis- 
tries of war and marine, yetting forth 
that the sultan, in accordance with 
the terms of the constitution, is the 
supreme commander of the army and 
of the navy. Tho sultan has offered 
personally to defray the cost of writ- 
ing a national history of Turkey.

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A POLITICAL RUMOR 

There appears to be a rumor In cir- 
culation in Ottawa that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler is contemplating retirement 
from political life. The London Free 
Press says: 

It is understood in Ottawa political 
circles that the prime minister con- 
templates rstlrement from active par- 
liamentary life Weariness of the 
game is said to lie behind this deter- 
mination. 

To this may be added the following 
from tho Mail and Empire: 

The report that Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
will shortly retire from public office 
is not improbable. That gentleman is 
now sixtv-eight years of age, and at 
this period of his life the desire for 
rest must be strong. Moreover, the 
worries of a public career are very 
numerous and those of Sir Wilfrid 
are particularly oppressive. Multi- 
tudinous questions force themselves 
upon the man who holds the position 
of First Minister, and it requires phys- 
ical as well as mental strength to deal 
vith them. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in the course of 
his speeches during the last campaign, 
intimated his intention to retire before 
another election. If the present par- 
liament lasts out its time, tho Prime 
Minister will be seventy-two years of 
ago when the next election comes on, 
and ho will have been in power sev- 
enteen years. If lie should determine 
to seek otium cum dignitate, we are 
sure no one would feel any surprise, 
and if he contemplates retirement, it 
is only reasonable to suppose that he 
will not delay until just previous to 
a dissolution, but will give his suc- 
cessor time to get his feet under him. 
We give the rumor for what it is 
worth. There are some things which 
make it seem not by any means im- 
probable. Wo do not believe his re- 
tirement would be regarded with un- 
mixed satisfaction even by the Con- 
servative party. Politically, they would 
realize that the great strength of their 
opponents would be gone, but as Cana- 
dians they would not rejoice to see 
such a figure disappear from public life. 
Whether lie retires or not, lie will 
always remain in the public mind as 
one of the strongest and most pictur- 
esque figures in our history. 



A NEW ELDORADO 

The Great West, a New York publi- 
cation, is of the opinion that what is 
predicted will bo the greatest rush of 
miners in the history of Canada is ex- 
pected to begin early in May to tho 
region west of Hudson Bay as a result 
of the preliminary report made by 
Inspector Pelletier, of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, after a ten months' 
patrol, with a force of ten men 
through that land of mystery. 

Tho Great West adds: 

The party returned to Winnipeg in 
March, after they had been given up 
for lost, and so carried on the roster 
of "the men in red." Enduring the 
most rigorous hardships In which two 
of tho force lost their lives from ex- 
posure or accident, the party made a 
thorough investigation on the surface 
and Inspector Pelletier declares that 
he found the entire section covered to 
be exceedingly rich in metals— gold, 
silver, copper and Iron in apparently 
rich exhaustible quantities. His form- 
al report is in course of preparation. 
When it is made a careful compilation 
will be made for The Great West and 
published with photographs of the sec- 
tion, if obtainable. 

There is only one drawback to the 
development of this mineral field — the 
lark of transportation. This will ho 
speedily remedied, however, as within 
the next month the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will begin the construction of 
Its branch line northward from Mel- 
ville, in the province of Saskatchewan, 
to Fort Churchill on the southwestern 
shore of Hudson Bay. This road 
traverses the mineralized district, and 
»as it is to be built largely with the 
assistance of the Canadian govern- 
ment it will doubtless be pushed to an 
early completion. To judge from tiie 
rapidity with which the main lino lias 
been constructed and the policy of the 
managers of the company, the branch 
should be completed to the bay in a 
year and a half, giving a market for 
the ore of tho new district by tho 
opening of traffic in 1911. 

These are facts which are calculat- 
ed to challenge the attention of the 
•world. We had a map in the Colon- 
ist last week In ' which the limits of 
what are called the Barron Lauds are 
shown. Barren these lands may be 
for the most part, so far as vegetation 
is concerned, but in a mineral sense 
it seems that they may be proved to 
he among the richest In the world. The 
Hudson Bay railway appears likely to 
prove something very much more 
than a summer nutlet for a part of 
Canada's wheat product. It may be- 
come a great avenue of traffic from 
mines which may - : employ tens of 
thousands of people. -Truly the wond- 
ers of Canada nro gront, and have 
been long unknown. A quarter of a 
century ago the man, who would 
have suggested that the northern half 
of Canada would ever bo anything 
more than a plnco on tho map, would 
have been laughed at by every ono, 
Except a fow pioneers. One of the 
amusing things In the history of the 



Dominion Is the manner in which tho 
few remaining copies of Dr. S'chultz's 
Senate Committee's report are being 
dug out of lumber rooms and given 
to tho world. When that report wau 
made, and it was only some twenty 
years ago, it was regarded by wise- 
acres as the iri03t astonishing piece of 
fiction that had yet soen print. The 
Canadian government tried to forget 
all about it, for to speak of it was to 
Incur ridicule. We recall the case of 
tho editor of a very prominent British 
publication, who, returning an article 
compiled in part from that report, 
said: "It is not true. Wo have been 
in Canada and wo know," .and of the 
head of the United States Department 
of Statistics, who told the editor of a 
prominent United States monthly that 
he could not accept the statements in 
tho report as true. The magazine 
editor published the article submitted 
to the Department with an apologetic 
foot-note, and if ho ever refers to it 
now he must realize that he had a 
"scoop" upon all his then contempor- 
aries. 



THE BY-LAWS 

Not many people took the trouble 
to vote on tho by-laws day before 
yesterday. We suppose the reason 
was that they did not think about it. 
We feel a little to blame ourselves, for 
we neglected to urge the ratepayers to 
put in an appearance at the polls. The 
only excuse is the holiday, and this 
was perhaps why so many citizens 
failed to deposit their ballots. Now 
let no evil-minded individual read 
into this something that is not in- 
tended; we are only trying to dis- 
cover why more Interest was not (lis-- 
played in what were really important 
matters. As it happened tho public 
indifference did not lead to unfortun- 
ate results. The money has been 
voted and the necessary work will go 
on. We think we ought to congrat- 
ulate Mayor Hall and his associates 
on the aldermanic board upon the 
manner in which the ratepayers have 
met every request on their part for 
funds. It is an expression of con- 
fidence which is well deserved. We 
say this although we have scolded 
them and intend to scold them more 
about the way they permit the streets 
to be littered with all kinds of rub- 
bish. 

The extraordinary thing about 
Thursday's vote is that . any one 
should have felt called upon to oppose 
the borrowing of money for the com- 
pletion of the sewerage system or for 
the necessary extension of the water 
system. We remember asking why 
this was on a former occasion, and 
at least one of those who voted 
against a by-law gave us his reason. 
It had something to do with the. sys- 
tem of taxation. It would be inter- 
esting to know why some ratepayers 
opposed such necessary by-laws as 
those submitted on Thursday. If any 
of those who did so, will give us their 
reasons in confidence, wo shall feel 
obliged, will respect the confidence, 
but make the reasons known, for the 
general benefit. If there is something 
wrong' in completing the sewerage sys- 
tem and extending the water supply, 
we are sure every one would like to 

know what it Is. 

TOPOGRAPHICAL SURVEY 

It is understood that Mr. B- H. 
Chapman, who is now in tho city, Is 
to undertake a topographical survey of 
Vancouver Island. Wo assume, al- 
though we are not so informed, that 
he does so in connection with the geo- 
logical survey. It is very certain that 
without a topographical survey a geo- 
logical survey may be very misleading. 
That was found to be the case in re- 
gard to the geological survey of On- 
tario. When the observations of the 
geologists came to be placed on the 
map it was found that they did not 
fit. For many reasons a reliable topo- 
graphical map of Vancouver Island is 
very desirable, and if one is to be 
made because of any action on the 
part of the Minister of Mines, Mr. 
William Templeman, the Colonist ha3 
no desire to withhold from him an ex- 
pression of appreciation. 

A topographical survey Is not nearly 
as easy a thing as it looks. One of the 
first things to secure Is a starting 
point, and it is uncertain if any such 
point exists on the Island. Of course 
there are any number of points where 
a. survey might be begun, but the thing 
is to start from a point the position 
of which in relation to points on the 
Continent lias been accurately fixed. 
Every one will appreciate the import- 
ance of knowing definitely where, some 
point is from which a survey can be 
begun. Wo suppose that it will bo 
Mr. Chapman's first duty to determine 
such a point. The topographical ex- 
amination of the Island will be diffi- 
cult and we suppose very tedious work. 
It cannot bo completed in a summer, 
or in several summers, if it Is to bo 
at all thorough, and unless It is to be 
thorough, there would be no justifica- 
tion for beginning it. One hardly ever 
talks with a timber cruiser of any ex- 
perience, with a map before him, with- 
out hearing him say, "This map's all 
wrong." There is really no reason why 
it should bo right, because no syste- 
matic survey has ever been attempted. 
We are very glad to know that the 
work is to be undertaken now. 

FARMS AND TIMBER 

Is it wholly unreasonable for the 
Colonist to asl; contemporaries, which 
do It the honor of referring to Its ob- 
servations to quote what It says cor- 
rectly. AVc arc represented as having 
said that "there Is not so much land 
In British Columbia nvailable for set- 
tlement after all." Now Colonist read- 
ers know perfectly well that we said 
nothing of the kind. We suggested 
that an effort ought to bo mado to find 



out how much land is available for 
settlement on Vancouver Island exclu- 
sive of any that may be within timber 
limits and that regulations should be 
made whereby land within such limits 
could bo made avallablo to settlers. 
We are very far from thinking that a 
piece of weil timbered land should bo 
thrown open to settlement except un- 
der such conditions as would securo 
the utilization of the timber commer- 
cially. We have In mind a certain 
tract of land within the E. & N. do- 
main. It Is splendidly timbered, and 
tiie cruisers' reports say that a large 
part of it is excellent farming land. 
It would be a little short of criminal 
to destroy that timber for the sake of 
getting settlers upon the hind, and of 
course the owners of it would not 
think of permitting such a thing. So 
with crown lands. The government 
would be culpable if it permitted set- 
tlers to slaughter timber indiscrimi- 
nately and endanger vast forests, 
which will never be utilized for agri- 
culture. It would be rank folly to 
talk one day about devising plans for 
the preservation of our forest wealth, 
and the next day clamor for room to 
be mado in tho timbered areas for set- 
tlers. 'But there is a middle ground, 
which we hope can be safely taken. It 
may be possible to devise regulations 
whereby such timber lands, as it might 
bo advisable to open to settlers can 
be logged off. As we have already 
said, t!ve question is a very difficult 
one to handle, and it is certainly not 
a political question, it is a matter of 
practical business, in which the devel- 
opment of Vancouver Island may be 
involved to a very considerable degree. 
Its solution will not be helped by mis- 
representation or by the Introduction 
into the discussion of political spleen.

it will take Victorians some time to 
get used to. It was only reasonable to 
expect that the stationery house would 
wish to occupy its own premises, and 
it is In keeping with the development 
of Its business that the dry-goods 
house should take the first opportun- 
ity that offered to get more room. 
These indications of the growing 
prosperity of Victoria are very grati- 
fying, and the Colonist congratulates 
those directly concerned in them. 

Whether or not the articles in tho 
Colonist in regard to street ear traffic 
were written in consequence of the 
accident on the Fort street line is 
neither here nor there. The Colonist 
comments upon public matters when 
and how it thinks necessary. Tho 
articles were not comments on the ac- 
cident; but even if they were It would 
not have been necessary to withhold 
them until after the inquest.

Day after day for a good many 
years tho Colonist lias endeavored to 
deal with public questions as they 
arise, and while they are fresh in the 
public mind. Day after day it en- 
deavors to direct public thought along 
lines by which the public good can, In 
Its opinion, bo served. It makes no 
pretence to being always right. Doubt- 
less it makes Its share of mistakes; 
but it never carps at others who en- 
deavor to pursue a similar course, and 
It will not be turned from what it re- 
gards as its duty by the carping of 
any one else. Moreover, It Is ever on 
the alert to endorse any proposals for 
tho public welfare made by Its con- 
temporaries, and Its only regret is that 
it is not able to do so of tenor. The 
Colonist has oven ventured to think 
that its contemporaries might .some- 
times find themselves In accord with 
Its views for the development of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver Island; but ap- 
parently they are not. !

On the 
other hand, it is reported that Bulgaria 
will throw difficulties in the way of a 
Customs Union. The earliest date for 
such a union on account of the various 
technical Customs difficulties, and also 
owing to the present commercial treat- 
ies concluded by Bulgaria and Servia 
would be 1917.

BOY'S DEATH 
WAS ACCIDENTAL 



Coroner's Jury Thinks Changes 
in Operation of Street Cars 
Should Be Made 



That Ian Cameron came to his death 
on Saturday afternoon, May 22nd, at 
the corner of Quadra street and Fort 
street, from Injuries received by his 
being struck by a street car and accl- 
dently lulled, and that no blame can 
be imputed to Motorman Doyle, of Car 
11S, was the verdict rendered yesterday 
afternoon by the coroner's jury which 
sat to Inquire Into the circumstances 
of the young lad's death. The jury add- 
ed to its verdict the recommendation 
that In 'future the British Columbia 
Electric Company should order Its cars 
to stop at the first crossing at Inter- 
secting 1 streets, and that all fendor.s be 
adjusted to a proper distance from the 
rails. 

The evidence submitted with refer- 
ence to the killing of young Cameron 
brought out a few facts which have not 
already been published in the Colonist. 
Eye-witnesses of tho accident tcsti- 
tliat young Cameron ran around the 
rear of the car on which he had come 
in from Oak Bay Park, where the 
school sports hnd been hold; that he 
started across tho road, evidently not 
expecting the approach of Car IIS 
from the other direction, and that his 
attempt to save himself by jumping 
upon tho fender of the approaching 
car proved abortive, his body striking 
the front of the oar and being thrown 
to the ground between the tracks. 

The ovidenco given by G. M. Tripp, 
mechanical superintendent of the com- 
pany, showed that the fenders on the. 
oars are supposed to hang at between 
four and five inches from the rails, but 
when tho fender on the oar which ran 
down Cameron was measured by Mr. 
Tripp, immediately after the accident, 
one side was six inches from the rails 
and the other nine inches, this differ- 
ence, Mr. Trjjip believed, being the re- 
sult of the collision between the boy 
and the fender when tho boy jumped 
upon it. 

Many Witnesses. 

Nine witnesses in all were examined. 
The B. C. Electric Company's local 
manager, A. T. Coward, attended the 
bearing, accompanied by the company's 
solicitor, A. E. McPhillips, K.C., while 
Chief of Police Langley, who put a 
number of cpjestions to witnesses, was 
attended by II. W. A. Moore, public 
prosecutor. As the members of the 
jury had viewed the body last Monday 
morning, the work of taking tho evi- 
dence was Immediately started. 

Vf. Doyle, motorman of Car IIS, by 
which Cameron was killed, was the 
first witness. lie testified that his car 
was proceeding along Fort street, near- 
ing- Quadra street, as another oar was 
coming towards the city. As Car 118 
passed tho other car a boy ran out 
from behind the inbound car and jump- 
ed upon the fender of No.HS. Doyle 
suw the boy and immediately reversed 
his car and applied the air brakes, hut 
tho car travelled some thirty-live fcot 
before It came to a standstill, tho lioy, 
who had fallen onto the track, passing 
beneath tho fender and under the 
wheels. The car as it approached 
Quadra street was going about five 
miles an hour, but tho speed was less 
than that when young Cameron was 
struck. Witness stated that he was 
ringing the boll as his car approached 
the other. The round trip for his car 
whs about eight miles in length, and 
forty minutes (were allowed for the 
trip. The car was equipped with a 
fender attached by straps, but not un- 
der the control of the motorman. "Wit- 
ness had no idea of the distance from 
the fender to the ground. 

At this stage Mr. Moore commenced 
to examine the witness, when Mr. Mc- 
Phillips pointed nut that no counsel 
could appear unless with the consent of 
the coroner. Coroner Hart staled 
that he had always been In the habit 
of allowing any question from the pub- 
lic, but he would not allow any cross- 
examination. 

To Mr. McPhillips, Doyle stated that 
Cameron, after Jumping' or; the fonder, 
fell off again. Ho believed that tho car 
coming In from Oak Bay was also 
sounding its bell. 

Felt the Shock. 

James Statterford, conductor on Car 
US, testified to receiving a stop at 
Quadra street, where two men wished 
to get aboard. The car was slowing 
up just before coming to Quadra .street 
when it came to a full stop. He was 
busy collecting fares at the time. He 
felt the car go over something:, but iie 
did not then know exactly what hud 
happened. He could give no idea of 
the speed of tho car before it was 
brought to the abrupt stop. Ho could 
not say how high the fonder was from 
the ground. It was no part of a con- 
ductor's duty to regulate the fender. All 
ho had to do was to see 'that the fen- 
der was clown. He heard a bell being 
sounded, but could not say whether It 
was that on his own car or on the 
other. He did not notice tho other car 
till the front of his own had come even 
with it. 

Colonel E. G. Prior, u passenger on 
Car lis, and who, because of the crowd- 




ed condition of tho car, had gone for- 
ward, and stood alongside' of tho motor 
man on tho front platform, saw Cam- 
eron run around the rear of the in- 
bound car. When first seen Cameron 
was probably about halt the length of 
tho ear ahead. The lad gave one look 
and threw up his' arm and leg as If to 
ward off the car when he was struck. 
Tho boy had just., time to see tho car 
when it bore down upon him. Colonel 
Prior had no Idea of how fast the car 
was travelling; it was not going very 
fast nor was It going very slowly. The 
motorman was ringing his bell, and 
just as soon as Cameron was seen the 
air brakes ,wero applied; but from the 
short distance which the .car bad to go 
there was absolutely no chance for 
Cameron to get out of the way or for 
tho car to be stopped before it struck 
the boy. Cameron was not seen until 
he suddenly appeared from behind tho 
other car. 

William Adamson, also an eye-wit- 
ness of tho accident, was riding on the 
front platform, Cameron had no 
chance to get out of the way before ho 
was run down. Two men were waiting 
on tho street to board the car, which at 
tho time was not more 'than two car 
lengths from the spot where it would 
have stopped to take up tho passen- 
gers. While he did not take an|-' 
actual measurements, Adamson stated 
that from what he could see the fen- 
der on the nortli side was about six 
inches from the rails and about eight 
or nine inches on the south side. At 
that time, however, the crowded car had 
been emptied, 

Boy Had No Chance. 
John Daniel Burns, who, with Robert 
Hand, both city workmen, were the two 
men waiting to board the No. US at 
Quadra street, saw young Cameron run 
out from behind the other car and right 
Into the, eastbourul car. Evidently the 
hoy did not see the car approaching 
until lie ran almost Into It. Ho ap- 
peared to make an effort to pull him- 
self up and turn to dodge around the 
front of No. IIS, but he could not stop 
himself, and ho appeared eonfused. He 
jumped upon the fender, struck his left 
side against the front of the car and 
rebounded onto the street, falling with 
his feet across the rails. The body 
went under the fender. Burns called 
out to the motorman, who stopped the 
ear. Burns could not say whether the 
boll was being rung or not. He could 
not say whether the other car was 
standing still at that instant. 

Robert Hand's evidence was similar 
to that given by Burns. He noticed 
the fender was pretty high, but just 
how high he could not say, nor had ho 
any idea of the rate of speed. 

James Roy, who travelled on the 
same car with Cameron from Oak Bay, 
stated that tho latter alighted from the 
car before it had been brought to a 
stop. He had not heard any bell ring- 
ing nor had he any idea of tho rate of 
speed at which tho outbound car was 
travelling. 

Charles Bell, an eye-witness of the 
accident, ibellevcd the car when it 
struck tho 'boy was travelling about 
S or 9 miles an hour. The fender 
passed clear over the body. 

Facts About Fenders 
G. M. Tripp, mechanical superin- 
tendent of the B, C. Electric company, 
gave a description of the car 118, 
which ho described as one known as 
tho double truck, four-motor variety, 
weighing about, twenty tons. It was 
equipped with an ejeetric 'brake, air 
brakes and all modern .controlling ap- 
paratus. The fender, one designed by 
a Vancouver employee of the ■com- 
pany, and the same as, used on all tho 
company's cars, is made of rubber 
strips and bad rubber guards on the 
forward rod. The fender Is supposed 
to hang live inches from tho ground. 
Tho mechanical department has charge 
of the fenders and the conductor or 
motorman Is not responsible for them. 
The fender on each car Is fixed before 
the car leaves the shops. When the 
car Is heavily loaded the fender would 
hang lower than whon empty. When 
lie measured the fender on car 118 tho 
car had been emptied. It would havo 
been lower when Cameron was struck. 
A full load would make a difference of 
two or three inches in tho height o£ 
the fender from the ground. Recently 
the company has had exhaustive tests 
made of different types of fenders. 

One test was made about a month 
igo by tho Board of Trade and the "city 
council of Vancouver. It had been 
found, that the fender now used by tho 
company Is quite as good as the oth- 
ers. It is necessary to keep the fen- 
ders live inches above the rails, iirst 
because of the changes In the levels 
of the roadways which require that 
the fender shall not touch the rails and 
also because when a car is suddenly 
stopped It tips up at tho rear, making 
the fender sink. In the latter case ad- 
ditional protection is given where the 
car is suddenly stopped to avoid run- 
ning a person down. Evidently the 
reason for the fender on No. 118 be- 
ing higher on one side than the other 
was 'because of Its being twisted opt 
of line by young Cameron jumping 
upon it. 

It took the jury about ten minutes 
to reach a verdict as sot forth above. 
The jury was composed of Henry A. 
Porter (foreman), A. Tt. Oldcrshaw, 
Arthur Kent. Frederick O. Porter, Ern- 
est Steele, David Murray.

IDENTITY UNCERTAIN 



Authorities Learn Little of Previous 
History of Gladstone Stroet 
Suicide 



Beyond ascertaining that. Richard 
Ehlert, tho German, who ended his 
own life on Thursday evening at 1287 
Gladstone street, by shooting himself, 
has been a resident of the city for 
several years, the local authorities 
have discovered nothing further rela- 
tive to the man's previous history or 
what is his real name. A workman 
who was employed on the Empress ho- 
tel while that building was In course 
of erection three years ago. Informed 
the police yesterday that Ehlert was 
also employed as a laborer on the 
work, and that ho had heard the sui- 
cide state that his mother was living 
in Rattenlmrg, Germany. Thin infor- 
mation, coupled with the fact that 
Ehlert is believed to have 'belonged to 
tho Independent Order of Foresters, Is 
about all that has been learned of the 
man to date, 

This afternoon at 3 o'clock Coroner 
Hart will hold an inquest at the police 
court, city hall, whon the circum- 
stances surrounding the man's death 
will be investigated. The Germans of 
tho. city will take charge of the fun- 
eral arrangements.

The rumors of disagreements in tho 
management of the Edmund Gardiner 
Company took definite form yesterday 
In an application made by Mr. Gar- 
diner to Chief Justice Hunter in 
chambers for a receiver. It appeared 
from tho statements made by W, J. 
Taylor, K, C, who appeared in sup- 
port of the application, that tho Ed- 
mund Gardiner Company now playing 
at tho Victoria theatre is really a 
partnership consisting of two men, 
Edmund Gardiner and R. K. Valen- 
tine. 

Mr. Taylor went on to say that by 
agreement the lease of the theatre had 
been made out in the name of Mr. 
Valentine, but that he had recently 
assigned the Jcase, which was really 
partnership property, to a Dr. Lillien- 
thal, who has been made a defendant 
In the pending suit. Counsel said that 
he had affidavits showing that the 
defendants had ousted Mr, Gardiner 
from the theatre and were preventing 
him from performing the functions al- 
lotted to him in their partnership 
agreement. 

Accordingly he asked that a receiver 
be appointed to carry on the partner- 
ship business pending the settlement 
of the matters in dispute. He sug- 
gested that tho sheriff would be a 
suitable person, as, being an ollicer of 
the court, he could act without bonds. 

The chief justice granted the ap- 
plication with leave to the defendants 
to apply at any time on giving 24 
hours' notice to havo the receivership 
set aside. The usual undertaking as 
to any damages caused by the re- 
ceivership was also given. 

It is understood that the personal 
relations between the plaintiffs and 
the defendants have been strained to 
the breaking point, and that a de- 
termined legal light is likely to ensue. 
In the meantime the performances at 
the Victoria theatre will continue as 
usual. Tho trouble appears to differ 
from those so frequently encountered 
by theatrical ventures in that it seems 
not to be a question of where the 
monev is to come, from to carry on 
tho business, but rather that of who 
shall direct its affairs.

There are many who look with 
anxiety on the spread of education 
among women. They fear, that, as 
the number of college graduates in- 
creases, women will become less 
adapted for the practical wurk of the 
world. 

This Is not the opinion held by Mary 
E. Wcolley, president of Holyoke Col- 
lege, who writes on "Some Results of 
I Higher Education for Women" in 
] Harper's Bazar. 

This writer does not see that there 
is a great danger of tendency among 
college women to become bookworms. 
I There are very few who lose their In- 
' terest In the affairs of life and delib- 
erately choose to shut themselves up 
to one of study. The opposite danger 
is, perhaps, rather to be feared. There 
are girls who find the social side of 
college life so alluring that tin? years 
spent there are comparatively fruit- 
less. They devote their whole atten- 
tion to amusement and excitement. 
They "substitute college life for col- 
lege work. Hut these types are the 
exception. College girls are, as a rule, 
just good wholesome earnest young 
women who are studying to prepare 
themselves for a life of service. They 
realise fully the necessity lor effici- 
ency and know that to be efficient a 
woman must be physically strong, 
j Special care is taken to preserve 
health and to lay up a store of strength 
and vigor, which In the time to come 
I will servo the physician, the nurse, the 
teacher and, above all, the mother, In 
good stead. The regular hours, the 
care exercised in matters of diet and 
the opportunities given for sport and 
! exercise in most colleges contribute 
j towards their end. The need of econ- 
| omislrig nervous energy is understood 
by the educated woman and the wis- 
dom of resting in order to accomplish 
better work. She does not like her less 
enlightened sisters, spur herself on to 
tasks beyond her strength or force 
herself to keep on working when body 
and mind are almost exhausted. The 
many resources of a college woman 
help to prevent the nervous breakdown 
thut conies so often to women who 
have nothing to think of beyond their 
own petty interests or the narrow 
routine of work or pleasure. 

The day has gone by when the only 
occupation open to educated women 
was that of teacher. There are now- 
few fields of human activity In which 
patient research is required in which 
the services of educated women are 
not welcomed. "The scientific field" 
observes this writer, "offers .1 wide 
opportunity to the woman who adds 
training to her natural fitness, in her 
aptitude for details, her skill in manip- 
ulation, her patience and perseverance, 
inborn and inbred for generations. A 
distinguished physicist told me not 
long ago that for his line or scientific 
research a woman is peculiarly adopt- 
ed, because of her lightness of touch 
and her ability to handle delicate in- 
struments, and a bacteriologist urged 
no less strongly her qualifications for 
work in the Inbornr-ories- -where ' re- 
search means pot only a contribution 
to science, but the saving' of human 
life." In many of. the observatories 
the astronomer finds his most efficient 
assistants I'd women and more than 
one have made valuable discoveries. 
But although such fields arc open to 
none but educated women it .does not 
follow that her training and education 
are not valuable in the natural sphere 
of the majority of women — the home. 
If the years spent In college unfitted 
the student for the management of the 
household, the care of her children or 
the duties of the wife, then indeed the 
possession of a degree would be a mis- 
fortune. But even a very limited ex- 
perience shows that among the hap- 
piest tiomes are those presided over 
by college women. So far from neg- 
lecting their homes or considering the 
lowliest tasks beneath. them, they bend 
all the energy of trained minds to 
their accomplishment. Difficult, as 
they may llnd the work they seldom 1 
fail to make themselves mistresses of 
the situation. Husbands, children and 
friends all are the better for the 
knowledge, the sympathy and the 
wider outlook on life which a really 
good college training gives to a woman 
whose nature Is strong and loving. In 
our new country with its temptations 
to the worship of the material tin; 
work which such women do in society 
is very valuable. Its scope is indicat- 
ed In the closing paragraph of the 
article. 

"Hut there is a deeper meaning In 
the thought that education gives a 
ne\v sense of values; it helps to dis- 
tinguish between the real and the un- 
real, between the significant and the 
Insignificant. Friendship means more 
than admiration, home more than so- 
ciety. Artificial social distinctions are 
weighed in the balance ami found 
wanting, and personality and char- 
acter are made the basis for friend- 
ship and esteem. The spirit of com- 
mercialism, of selfish disregard of 
others, of false standards and super- 
ficial distinctions, is stamped as val- 
ueless, and genuine democracy, earn- 
est purposes and high ideals become 
the test of life." 

If there is one duty more than an- 
other which has by common consent 
been delegated to women, it is that of 
keeping the house in order. A man 
may be proud of his skill In cookery, 
but" it is doubtful if he ever, except 
under protest, undertakes the task of 
sweeping and dusting. Indeed, It may 
be said, there is something wanting In 
the composition of a woman who' can 
be happy In an untidy room. A man 
may allow his books. and his papers to 
bo covered with dust and still be held 
to be blameless, but lie 011 the woman 
who can look with any degree of equa- 
nimity upon dust or disorder. 

Modern women, remiss as they some- 
times are said to.be, have not confined 
themselves - to the sweeping of their 
own homes. Both. In England and (ho 
United States, as, perhaps, elsewhere, 
they have entered upon many of the 



duties of civic house cleaning. TIigv 
have formed clubs, and literally under- 
taken the task of cleaning the streets. 
Empty lots and neglected areas have 
been placed under their supervision, 
with results very pleasant to see. In 
Spokane and Portland the energy of 
the women has helped to bring about 
the beauty and order for which these 
cities are noted. But It is rather in .a 
figurative than a literal sense that 
women's services In removing from the. 
city those things which offend havo 
been most valuable. 

in the war waged against poverty, 
sickness, and vice, women huve always 
been the zealous allies of men. Usu- 
ally their services have been accepted 
without recognition. But this Is no 
longer the case. In the city of New- 
York an army of nurses is engaged in 
the attempt to banish tuberculosis. Nor 
are those who are lighting disease al- 
ways under orders. It Is a woman who Is 
at the head of the health department 
of child hygiene for that great city. 
rThe children of the very poor aro 
watched over from their birth by this 
woman with a great heart and a genius 
for organizing, whose name Is Dr. S. 
Josephine baker. Another woman 
under whom is a large staff of assist- 
ants takes part in the work of reform- 
ing the tenement houses. These dwell- 
ings of the very poor are made and 
kept habitable by (in- vigilance and the 
Intelligence of women. Another lady 
has founded an association which shows 
all who are willing to learn how to live 
on small incomes. He-re and there In 
the most crowded tenement districts a 
woman Is put in charge of two or 
three rooms and supplied with such 
furniture and food material as her 
neighbors could procure with their 
scanty means. These she prepares, 
and anyone who likes may watch her 
at her work and learn how it is done. 
Miss Mabel KJttridge Is the name of 
the lady who believes that the poor 
women of the tenements only want the 
chance of learning to do better and 
effect their own reformation. The idea 
has taken hold, and other societies are 
following her example. 

There is a women's municipal league 
in New York, of which Mrs. Russell 
Sage is a member. While the mem- 
burs of this society look after play- 
grounds, keep their eyes open for 
abuses In the city hospitals, see that 
there are fountains in the poorer dis- 
tricts, and many other things concern- 
ing the comfort of those who are un- 
able to look after themselves, their 
chief work is to take care that immi- 
grant girls are not allowed to fall into 
the snares that are set for them, or in- 
to which their own ignorance would 
lead them. Women have also organ- 
ized themselves into a body whose pur- 
pose is to kill the sweat-shop nnd make 
it possible for all women workers to 
earn an honest living. These are only 
some of the ways in which the women 
0/ the great city of New York are en- 
gaged in the work of purifying their 
city and carrying on tho charity which 
begins at homo, 'i t- 



A Wild-Flowor Garden ' 

Has ' any one in- Victoria thought of 
planting a wild (lower garden? Some 
of. our wild flowers bear transplanting 
and improve with cultivation. 

At present there Is a strong feeling 
among Americans .for wlld-flowor gar- 
dens In .which th'e plants shall be en- 
couraged to retain their native char- 
acteristics, says Alice Lounsherry. 
Many nurserymen now make a special- 
ty of supplying plants for the wild 
garden. Usually It Is better to buy 
their stock than to rely wholly on 
transplanting from the woods, because 
under care plants often develop ex- 
ceedingly strong roots which enable 
them to establish themselves more 
quickly and permanently in a garden 
thnfi If just taken up from their na- 
tural surroundings. 

In my garden I have a wild flower 
corner, or it might be called a small 
woods garden, since most of the things 
dwelling there are true Inhabitants of 
dense and quiet places. A similar ef- 
fect might be achieved In a border by 
those who have not so large a spare 
corner in their gardens. 

Tho wild columbine has grown for 
years in light, dry soil under the full 
sun. Not far from columbine there 
snuggles In the May woods the showy 
orchid. The mosonyin flower and tho 
largo yellow lady's slipper, with other 
members of the evasive orchid family 
are to be found. In the woods of May. 
In fact, these two mentioned beauties, 
along with the showy orchid, are the 
three representatives that have come 
from their native haunts into my gar- 
detl. The largo yellow lady's slipper 
thrives, perhaps, the bast of them all, 
Pfi'd of It I have established a fairly 
largo colony. 

Often a mistake of those who search 
tho woods for plants fur their gardens 
is that they strive to collect too many 
speejes. It is better taste to have few- 
kinds and to have them in consider- 
able numbers. The aim of wild flowers 
in a garden should be to form large, 
permanent colonies; as scattered indi- 
viduals they are not sufficiently effec- 
tive. 




NONE BETTER MADE 



How Oregon Was Named 

li Is most probable that tho name of 
Oregon arose out of some circumstance 
connected with western explorations 
under direction of the French. Earlier 
than the English, the French had 
pressed on westward from the Groat 
Lakes to the- ■ Red river, to the Sas- 
katchewan and ' to the foot of the 
Rocky Mountains. They were ranging 
the country of the upper Mississippi In 
search of furs and for trade with the 
natives; they were full of curiosity 
and active in Inquiry about the great, 
distant west, and the unknown wes- 
tern sea. Of this sea they possessed 
Spanish charts and probably used 
among the nath'e the word "Aragon" 
as a. homonyn nf Spain. When Jona- 
thon Carver, of Cincinnati, was on his 
expedition lo tile upper Mississippi 
country, In 17G7-fiS, he made all pos- 
sible inquiries about tho country to- 
'wnrrl tho, west, tho western river and 
'the sea and the word "Oregon," and 
the nn,me was wrjttcn for the first 
time, so far as is 'now known, In Car- 
ver's book, published in London in 
1778.. It Is a book of little Importance 
or value", except, for the fact that It 
gives to the world ' the name of Ore- 
gon, which ' Cnrveri says ho got from 
natives In the country of tho upper 
•Mississippi. Recent writers have 
shown that much' of Carver's ■ book Is 
made up of unacknowledged extracts 
from Hennepin, Lebontan and Char- 
levoix; and, as Carver had no scholar- 
ship, it is believed tho book was com- 
piled In London, pnrtly from Carver's 
own story nnd partly from the records 
'of French and English exploration. 



WOMAN'S WORK 

Tho second session of the annual 
meeting of the W. C. T. U. was held 
at the home of Mrs. Dempster on 
Thursday afternoon. The corre- 
sponding secretary, Mrs. Andrews, 
read the yearly report. Tho meeting 
ot tho provincial union on the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the visit of 
Frances Wlllard was referred to, and 
thankfulness expressed for the In- 
crease in membership and the pro- 
gress of the work. 

A review of the meetings held 
during the year was given. Miss 
Murcutt's lectures and the measures 
taken to obtain the municipal fran- 
chise for women were spoken of, and 
a tribute paid to Mrs. Thompson, the 
president of the society. 

Mrs. Wm. Grant, the treasurer, re- 
ported that $71)5 had been received, 
and $75S expended.

Quatsino Squabble Involves Dignity of

Retiring Governor of New 
South Wales Among the 
Passengers 



Frpm Hongkong and way porta of 
the Far Kuat with a valuable cargo, 
including nearly a million dollar's 
worth of silk and 125 saloon and 510 
steerage passengers, the It. M, S. Em- 
press ol" China will reach port this 
morning-. A wireless telegram sent by 
meaps of the Marconi apparatus in- 
stalled -was on her present voyage, 
reported her coming yesterday, the 
iirst message received being sent 
when the white liner was 300 miles off 
the land. The Kmpress of China is six 
days behind her scheaule, having been 
delayed at the Kowloon dock, wliere 
permanent repairs wore made to her 
hull on account of the damage sus- 
tained when she grounded in the In- 
land Sea of Japan on her lust voyage 
to this port. 

Among the passengers of the Em- 
press of China is Admiral Sir Harry 
H. Rawson, the retiring governor of 
Now South Wales, his son Lieut. 
Rawson and daughter. 

Admiral Rawson, who has been 
Governor of New South Wales since 
1902, .and who retires from the posi- 
tion on May 26th, has a notable car- 
eer in the service of his country. He 
was born in 1843 at Walton-on-IIill, 
Lancashire, and was commissioned a 
lieutenant in the royal navy in 1S63. 
He was in the Calcutta, second line 
of battleship, in 1S5S, and witnessed 
some of the exciting- scenes attend- 
ant upon the deposition of the last of 
the Tokugawa Shoguna, when Sir 
Michael Seymour was commander-in- 
chief of the British squadron in 
China and Japan waters. He served 
in the China war and commanded for 
three months 1,200 Chinese troops in 
the defence of Ningpo against the 
rebels. In 1861, while a lieutenant, he 
was thanked 'on quarterdeck for 
jumping overboard and : saving the 
life of a private of marines in the 
Shanghai .-river. He hoisted the Bri- 
tish tlag at- Nicosia, Cyprus, and for 
one month was military commander 
of that place. In 1805 ho was ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the 
Cape of Good Hope and West Coast 
colonies and commanded the expedi- 
tion against M'barack, .also directing 
the operation sat Zanzibar, in 1S96, 
resulting in the bombardment of the 
Sultan's palace. From 1S9S to 1901 
he commanded the Channel fleet. Ad- 
miral Rawson, who has seen fifty- 
two years' service in the royal , navy, 
is the possessor of many high decor-' 
ations.

The British Admiralty has a big 
scheme under way for the organization 
of a reserve fleet of steam trawlers 
for mine -work. Advices from London 
state that it may now be taken for 
granted that the naval authorities 
have every reason to be thoroughly 
satisfied with the steam trawler's 
which they recently purchased at 
Grimsby, Fleetwood, and Shields for 
the. purpose of sweeping up the float- 
ing and submarine mines, for it is now 
announced that the Admiralty are tak- 
ing steps to organize a gigantic re- 
serve fleet of a hundred modern Brit- 
ish steam trawlers for use in time of 
war. 

It is intended that the reserve 
should consist of vessels belonging 
chiefly to the trawling fleets of Grims- 
by, Aberdeen and Shields, because the 
crews of trawlers having their head- 
quarters at these ports are thoroughly 
acquainted with the East Coast and 
North Sea. Power will be taken to call 
on a skipper for each vessel, who will 
doubtless receive a retaining fee, and 
on about a thousand sailors from the 
men comprising the crews. 

It is further expected that the 
trawlers secured by the authorities will 
be reconstructed in many respects ac- 
cording to Admiralty requirements. 
Their speed in particular will be In- 
creased, and they will be lit toil with 
special trawling apparatus, It is also 
believed that they will undergo a short 
period of training each year, lasting 
probably about fifteen days. The Ad- 
miralty have ordered the recently pur- 
chased trawlers to be renamed. 

BUSINESS P00R~ 

ON PACIFIC RUN 

Little Flour Moving and Business Is 
Genorally Bad in Trans- tt 
Pacific Trade 

The trans-Pacific berth still remains 
in a very lethargic state, all regular 
lines ' complaining of absence of busi- 
ness, says the Pacific Marine Review. 
There is practically no Hour moving 
to either Japan or China, and among 
the reasons furnished for this condi- 
tion uro general depression, high 
price of wheat and unfavorable Ori- 
ental exchange. The greater number 
of flour mills are either shut down or 
only running to halt capacity, and no 
Improvement is looked for until the 
new crop begins to move. The .same 
remarks practically apply on lumber, 
while little or no overlund cargo Is 
being handled by the transcontinental 
railroads for trans-shipment here.

a worse time to Inaugurate their ser 
vice in connection with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Puget Sound railway 
although, if reports are to be accepted 
as correct, the subsidies they are to 
receive from the Japanese government 
should go a long way towards meet 
Ing the operating expenses of the 
steamship line. 

Concerning contract for the carriage 
of government stores and supplies 
from Puget Sound to the Philippines, 
when bids were called for at the olilcc: 
of Major Wood on 1st May, it was 
found the only tenderers were Messrs 
Frank Waterhouse & Co., who havi 
held the contract for a long period of 
years, and rendered a thoroughly efll 
eient service. The basis of their offer 
is $4 on forage and $9 on lumber, 
which is a slight increaso on last 
year's figures. On inquiry at the lo- 
cal oflices of Frank Waterhouse & Co. 
we are informed that they expect con- 
firmation of contract from Washing- 
ton, D.C.. within a few days. In this 
firm's hands, the transportation has 
always been carried out in an emin- 
ently satisfactory way, and the fact 
that the contract will remain with 
them is one of general congratulation. 
Prominent among the steamers to bo 
employed is the Great Northern 
Steamship Company's leviathan Min- 
nesota, and It is rumored she will In 
all probability also come under the 
management of the Frank- Waterhouse 
Company, in conjunction with the well 
known Weir liners ICumeric and Ku- 
veric, and their sister ships now build- 
ing, the Lucerlc and Orteric. all of a 
measurement capacity oE 15,000 tons. 

On the New Zealand and Australian 
berth, the quantity of general cargo 
moving by the Australian Mail line 
steamers from San Francisco remains 
about normal. These steamers load 
lumber at the Northern mills, and are 
reported to be llxed for months ahead. 
Some time ago the managers of this 
line, the Frank Waterhouse Company, 
made a proposal to the Dominion gov- 
ernment to include Vuncouver in the 
loading itinerary on a reasonable 
basis of subsidy, and at this time of 
writing the matter has the favorable 
consideration of the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, and satisfactory pro- 
gress is reported from Ottawa. When 
reports were made that the Alley line 
would withdraw from this trade, it 
was generally expected that Messrs. 
Waterhouse would make some propos- 
al to maintain the New Zealand con- 
nection, on account of their wide 
knowledge of the trade and long ex- 
perience in steamship management. 

Japanese Enterprise. 

The enterprising Japanese are about 
to make inroads into the fishing trade 
on the west coast of Vuncouver Island. 
Arrangements are now being made for 
the establishment of cold storage 
plants on Albornl Canal, near the ter- 
minus of the island railway extension, 
and one or more vessels will be operated 
to carry catches to this point. The 
Japanese of Victoria, who operated the. 
.Sunburst (destroyed by fire) planned 
a similar project some years ago, and 
are believed to be interested in the 
present scheme.

Japanese Line to Change 
Loading oint to South 
American Oil Fields 



When H. M. S. Algorlno was on her 
South American cruise the warship 
was ordered to Lobitos and other Pe- 
ruvian ports to make hydrographlc 
surveys on account of the great devel- 
opment of the oil flelds of Peru by 
British capitalists, and according to 
advices received from Japan by the 
steamer Aki Mnru the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha proposes to withdraw the two 
oil tank steamers which have been 
running to California to load oil and 
send them to Peru for oil cargoes. It 
is expected that Japan Will furnish the 
largest outside market for the Peru 
vlan oil flelds. 

'Phe oil fields of Peru aro operated 
mostly by British and French capital 
and it was on account of representa- 
tions by those interested in Great 
Britain "that the Algerine was sent to 
chart the principal harbors. The oil 
springs are all in the neighborhood of 
Paita in North Peru, in a belt ex- 
tending from Tumbez on the North to 
Punta Aguja on the South, over a tor 
ritory three hundred kilometres long 
by forty broad along the coast, a part 
of the belt also lying under tho sea 
At the most northern location of the 
oil at Calcta Gran, near tho hurbor of 
Tumbez, an English company at first 
made boring experiments but after- 
wards transferred their rights to the 
Compagnie Francalse des Petrolcs do 
1'Amerlque du Sud, After many ex- 
perimental borings and long years 
with slight results, the engineers of 
the company came to recognize that 
the main flelds must be sought fur- 
ther south, whore tho right to sink 
wells had been already acquired by the 
neighboring Zorritos Company. An 
attempt to obtain such rights against 
Zorritos by locating claims in the sea 
failed, since on trial these rights were 
allocated to the owner of tho Zorritos, 
who, In consequence of this attempt, 
extended his own borings to the sub- 
marine belt. 

The French company of Caleta Gran 
had meantime seen itself compelled to 
cease Its workings; It sold all its plant 
to the English Lobitos Company, of 
which more wilt be said further on. 
The owner of the Zorritos is, on the 
contrary, intending to transform his 
undertaking into a joint stock com- 
pany, with the help of English capi- 
tal in order to give wider scope to 
his privileges. His zone bordors im- 
mediately on another In Which vari- 
ous companies and private persons 
icquired mining rights.

South of these fields lies the small 
port of Lobitos, just at .-the point 
whore the above-mentioned " belt com- 
pletely covers tho aenshore, and 
hitherto It is here that the wells have 
been found. To exploit these riches 
an English company lias been formed 
—the Lobitos Oilfields Limited— which 
lias acquired the rights and the first 
installations of the firm Mllno & Co., 
millers in Lima, and the trading house 
Williamson, Balfour & Co., in Val- 
paraiso in March 190S. The Lobitos 
Oilfields Limited, having its head 
office In London, has a capital of 
£-100,000, in £1 shares of which 85,000 
are offered to the public and hove 
been taken up. The sphere of work- 
ing of the company begins about 100 
kilometres north of Paita at Cabo 
Blanca and extends about twenty-six 
kilometres along the sea coast to 
Punta Cnpullanu. It covers 1,117 
mining rights, each of 40,000 square 
metres, for each of which a yearly 
rent of about £3 must be paid to the 
treasury. 

The port of Lobitos can take In 
large oilshlps, so that the oil from the 
tanks, which even now have a capa- 
city of more than 14,000 tons of oil, 
can be led direct to the ships. Dwel- 
ling houses, workshops and landing- 
stage, electric and other installations 
will be built in order to carry out tho 
enterprise in first rate style. The di- 
rectors have already resolved on the 
construction of a refinery with the 
most modern improvements. 

The production rose from 17,000 
tons in 1906 to 30,000 tons in 1907 and 
to 60,000 tons In 1908. At first the 
oil produced was all used in Peru in 
smelting works, railways, etc. In 
view of the enormous Increaso in pro- 
duction, it has already become neces- 
sary to find a market outside of the 
country and this seems to have been 
found in Japan. In the first place, 
some steamers were sent, experiment- 
ally, in the autumn of 1908 to Japan 
and, in consequence of this, the Lo- 
bitos Company has ordered a tank 
steamer of 6,000 tons and this has been 
sent to Peru recently. 

The Lobitos Company will act con- 
jointly, In the Far Eastern market, 
with the London and Pacific Petroleum 
Company, Ltd., of Talara, which al- 
ready shows a yearly production of 
1 0,000 tons of crude petroleum.' It 
had previously found a good market 
In California which, however, has 
boon closed to it by high tariff rates 
In consequence of the protests of Am- 
erican oil-producers. At present their 
chief customer is Chili; however, in 
the near future they will provide tho 
Far East with their product. 



ICE BLOCK BAD 



BERING SEA 



Steamer Dora Unablo to Approach 
Within Two Hundred Miles 
of Nushagak 

That the ice in Bering sea was the 
worst in years when the steamer Dora 
attempted to make her way into Bris- 
tol bay early this month, is the story 
sent by cable yesterday by Capt. C. 
B. McMwllbn to his owners, the Alaska 
Steamship Company. 

In trying to make a course through 
Bering sea to tho cannon" port of 
Nushagak, the stanch little Dora was 
damaged by the Hoes. It will be nec- 
essary for her to return to Seattle 
from Seward, where Capt. McMullen 
now is. The Alaska Steamship Com- 
pany will at once dispatch tho steamer 
Santa Ana from Seattle to take the 
Dom's run to the westward while the 
Dora comes hero for repairs. 

UndeX the Dora's mail schedule she 
makes four trips Into Nushagak dur- 
ing the summer, In May, Juno, July 
and August. Leaving Seward about 
May 3rd, after connecting with the 
steamer Ohio, from Seattle 24th, the 
Dora proceeded' to Dutch husbor, and 



then tried' to negotiate.' a' passage 
through Bering sea- According to 
Capt. McMullen's report by wire he 
was unable to approach within 200 
miles of Nushagak on account of great 
Holds of Ice. Ho adds that conditions 
were worse than for years, causing the 
fleet of cannery vessels bound for 
Bristol buy to put back to Dutch har- 
bor, awaiting opportunity ? to got to 
Nushugak. The Dora is not supposud 
to be seriously damaged, but her con- 
dition requires repairs before she, can 
continue on her present run. 

The Dora Is tho relief steamer which 
reached the 19 4 survivors -of the wreck- 
ed cannery ship Columbia, which went 
ashore in Unlriiak bay April 30th. The 
Dora and the Columbia's crew arrived 
at Seward last Saturday, The Co- 
lumbia was one of the fleet bound 
for Nushagak. 

Last season tho Dora went into 
Nushagak, but her . first voyage was 
later hi May than this year, - because 
in tho meantime her monthly mail 
schedule has been changed. She now 
leaves Seward early each month, in- 
stead of about the middle.

NOME RATES 



Alaska Steamship Company Issues 
Announcement of Reduction 
From $15 to $6 a Ton 



In order to stimulate business to St. 
Michael and Nome, the Alaska Steum- 
ship Company announced yesterday a 
startling reduction in its freight tariff 
to the points named on Norton Sound. 
While last year the average rate per 
ton was 515, under the new schedule 
the base rate will be but ?6. 

In giving the reason for this groat 
reduction, it is stated that business to 
St. Michael and Nome looks none too 
promising. The low rate is largely an 
experiment to see whether it will help 
to build up Nome and St. Michael, 
where there are Known to be great 
fte)ds yet undeveloped. 

The new base rate of SS Includes 
groceries, potatoes, onions, vegetables 
and fruits, machinery not in heavy 
packages, and many other articles of 
merchandise which usually move in 
large quantities. 

Under the new tariff, coal 'will be 
freighted for $7.50, as against $12.50 
last year. Last season the rate for 
very perishable freight, such as eggs 
and other articles of food, was $18. 
This season it will be $7.50. Hay will 
be shipped north this summer by the 
Alaska Steamship Company for $10, 
while under last year's tariffs it was 
$22. For live stock and some other 
classifications of freight, higher rates 
will prevail, but In every instance there 
has been a material cut from the 
freights of 1908. 

When the Nome trade opened In 1S99 
•and 1900 freights ranged as high as 



$40 per 'ton'.' " Last 'year's tariff " Was 
considered a reasonable rate, but the 
freights to bo announced for this sea- 
son will establish a now low water 
mark. The new rates will affect only 
St. Michael and Nome, and will not ap- 
ply to cargo, bound for up the Yukon 
po to Kotzebue Sound. , Tho lower 
rates include lighterage at Nome or, 
Iri other words, cargo will bo placed 
ashore at Ndlne. . 

jln past seasons It has been custom- 
ary to give substantial rebates to 
heavy customers, but it is now 'an- 
nounced that the new rate Is flat, and 
will bo allowed all shippers, whether 
they ship large or small quantities. 

"It is our expectation that these low 
rates will help business," said John H. 
Bunch, freight and passenger agent for 
the Alaska Steamship Company, yes- 
terday. "Last year many people who 
went in came back at an early d;ute, 
and many seemed to have lost confid- 
ence in Nome. We feel ' Unit there is 
still a large amount of business in that 
country, and it is for the purpose of 
stimulating business that we have de- 
cided to cut. A flat rate will bo made' 
to everybody.' Last 'year ' tlio price -of 
coal was lowered, and I am sure that 
this year, with- a very low rate, it will- 
help many people who are now handi- 
capped by the high price of this neces- 
sity. Hay is consumed In large 
quantities, With a $10 rate, as against 
$22 last year, it ought to be a big help 
to Nome people. The same can be said 
of many other articles of necessity The 
low rates are an experiment, and time 
only will tell whether they will revive 
the Nome trade. 

"Under this cut-rate tariff, the 
steamships cannot operate at a profit. 
Tho rates of last year, $15 as a base, 
were fair and reasonable, but still 
business did not come. This year low 
rates will be. offered in the hope that 
business will be stimulated." 

The announcement of the Alaska 
Steamship Company will come as a 
greet surprise to rival lines, and there 
is little doubt that it will precipitate 
a lively war for business. Without 
question, other companies will be 
forced to meet tho cut of the largest 
and most powerful fleet operating to 
Norton Sound.

The squads of wire cutters who 
travelled in automobiles, succeeded in 
cutting nine four-foot .sections out of 
nine cables carrying 100 wires each, and 
put 2,700 Sunset phones out of commis- 
sion. Long distance cables were not 
molested. The fire and police systems 
are cut off. 

Mayor Tlios. Early said today that he 
would prevent the company from repair- 
ing its wires until the back license for 
a year and a half had been paid and a 
franchise; procured from the city by the 
Sunset Company. 

With twelve big cables out 293 
iW.iros and 2,400 telephones out' of a 
•total of 4,700 In the city of Pasadena, 
■ out of service, and scores of police- 
men, under personal command of 
Chief of Police Favour, on guard 
against the. Sunset Telephone Com- 
pany's repair men, the situation in 
this city today resultant from the 
drastic action of the city authorities 
last night In cutting 1 the telephone 
lines was one of an armed truce, pend- 
ing a probable action in the court".

First Violence Occurs in Strike 
—Race Question More in 
Evidence 



Atlanta, Ga, May 28.— The first vio- 
lence to railroad property in the Geor- 
gia railroad firemen's Btrllce occurred 
tonight to a moving freight at Llthonla, 
Ga., and In consequence the race ques- 
tion looms more sharply than ever over 
the situation, notwithstanding a day of 
much apparent progress towards set- 
tlement. A negro fireman was appar- 
ently the cause of the trouble, and he 
was rushed to Atlanta on an engine to 
save him from a threatening situation. 

The trouble started in the throwing 
of one or two stones and til..' boarding of 
(he freight r oy two men who set the 
brakes and broke it Into three sections. 
The freight now blocks the main line 
and the passage of the mails. 

The railroad officials declared tonight 
that the incident was the work of strike 
sympathizers, while a county official 
wired the governor's office that It was 
only an accident. The engine loft here 
late today for Llthonla to bring a train 
load of perishable provisions from the 
siding at Llthonla to Atlanta. Assur- 
ances have been given for several days 
that in the Interests of local shippers, 
whose valuable cars are tied up, no more 
demonstrations would he made against 
the hauling of theso cars to Atlanta. 
When, however, the engine reached j 
Llthonla nbout dusk, it was seen to 
carry a negro fireman, as did the mall | 
trains which pasesd Llthonlfl earlier In 
the day, exciting unfavorable comment. 
About two hundred people gathered at | 
the station, and just as the train was , 
getting- under way, it Is said, a stone I 
Mew in the cab window and hit Engi- 
neer Downing. 

Next, according to the officials, sev- 
eral men boarded the cars, set the 
brakes and out off the air, causing the 
last car to break loose from the train. 
They also uncoupled the engine, leaving 
lis load stalled. According to the rail- 
road statement, no attempt, was made 
by the local authorities to Interfere with 
the attack. 

It is believed that the railroad author- 
ities will attempt to clear the' tracks at 
Llthonla for the mail trains early to- 
morrow, and that deputies will 'jo used 
to protect the crows. 

Tbday brought forth almost simul- 
taneously (he possibility of speedy stato 
or federal Intervention, believed by 
many persons acquainted with local con- 
ditions, to be dangerous on account of 
raco trouble. It is admitted that either 
federal or state authorities can run tho 
trains and preserve armed order, hut It! 
thn railroad insisted on its rights to 
hire lvegroea as firemen It is feared that 



race enmity and reprisals on negroes 
will be stirred up in regions remote 
from the railroad tracks. 

The coming here of Chairman Knapp 
of the Interstate commerce commission, 
tomorrow, is regarded as Indicating that 
federal intervention will take place if 
the strike Is prolonged. The status of 
arbitration for settlement had remained 
unchanged all day. Tonight it was re- 
ported that there was talk of holding 
mass meetings at several places to voice 
Indignation at the railroad's action in 
putting negroes today on what the pub- 
lic has dubbed "neutral trains." 

Under assurances of tho postoffice 
officials it was announced at midnight 
that the engineers will, tomorrow, han- 
dle the mall trains on the Georgia rail- 
road.
